Britain Will Prodice H-Bombs 
As Part of New Defense Plans 


Broad Expansion of Guided Missile and Nu- 
clear Programs, Modernization of Army 
and Navy Announced. 


LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP)—Brit- 
ain announced today it will de- 
velop and produce Hydrogen 
bombs. 

A white paper listing govern- 
ment defense plans said: 

“The United Kingdom has the 
ability to produce thermonuclear 


weapons and after fully consid- 
ering all implications of this 
step the government have 
thought it their duty to proceed 
with théir development and 
production.” 

Britain has the atomic bomb. 
The United States and presum- 
ably Russia are the only powers 
now possessing the vastly mote 
destructive hydrogen bomb. 

The white paper announced a 
broad expansion of Britain's 
a| guided missile and nuclear 
weapon production program 
while trimming somewhat the 
nation’s total military expendi- 
ture. Sweeping modernization 
of the navy, army and the civil 
defense set-up also was an- 
nounced. 

Britain’s defense, the govern- 
ment policy statement explained, 
remains based primarily “upon 
the. maintenance of the nuclear 
deterent to aggression.” The 
white paper said the power of 
such weapons as the hydrogen 


bomb was so awesome that this 
fact in itself may keep the peace. 
“It said there were no technical 
or scientific limitations on pro- 
duction of nuclear weapons “still 
more devastating” than the ther- 
monuclear bomb exploded by 
the Americans in the Marshall 
islands last March 1 


“The power of these weapons 
is such that accuracy of aim as- 
sumes less importance. Thus at- 
tacks can be delivered by air- 
craft flying at great speed and 


great heights. This greatly in- 


creases the difficulty of defense. 
Moreover, other means of deliv- 
ery can be foreseen which will 
in time present even _ greater 
problems.” 


For the fiscal year beginning 
April 1, Britain will spend 
$4,303,600,000 on defense—a re- 
duction of $285,000,000 from the 
total for the present budgeted 
year. 


Russia’s 1955 defense budget, 
announced in the Supreme So- 
viet (Parliament) Feb. 3, is 112,- 
100,000,000 rubles. At the Rus- | 
sian-fixed exchange rage that is | 
28 billion dollars, an increase | 
of $3,000,000,000 over last year. 
The United States defense budg- 
et this year is 34 billion dollars.

Hulen Directs Verdict of 
Acquittal in Case 
Growing Out of 
Liquor Hijacking. 


Mrs. Florence Lamb was freed 
yesterday of a charge of perjury 
growing out of testimony she 
gave to a federal grand jury in- 
vestigating a $50,000 liquor hi- 
jacking when United States Dis- 
trict Judge Rubey M. Hulen di- 
rected a verdict of acquittal fol- 
lowing presentation of the Gov- 
ernment’s case. 

Judge Hulen said testimony 
given by three Government wit- 
nesses did ‘“‘not make a case of 
perjury.” He added: “We don't 
convict on suspicion.” The Gov- 
ernment previously had acknowl- 
edged it had a weak case. 

The charge against Mrs. Lamb, 
a widow living at 5896 Cates 
avenue, resulted from her. testi- 
mony concerning 625 cases of 
whisky stolen from a truck in 
St. Louis county in November 
1952. The investigation of the 
hijacking, and a subsequent 
award given two deputy sheriffs 
for recovering the whisky in a 
warehouse, figured in the state's 
recent ouster suit against 
Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley of St. 
Louis county. 

Two Government witnesses 
testified Mrs. Lamb told them 
she had seen the stolen liquor 
in the warehouse, at 1604 Lucas- 
Hunt road, Weliston, sometime 
in November 1952. A third wit- 


ness said Mrs. Lamb’ told him | 


she knew the whisky was in the 
building but did not know it 
was stolen. 

The Government charged that 
these unsworn admissions con- 


b-| tradicted Mrs, Lamb’s testimony 


before the grand jury, in which 
she said under oath that she did 
not know about the whisky until 
about Dec. 10, 1952, when it was 
discovered by officers. 

After the Government had 
concluded its case, Mrs. Lamb’s 
attorney, Charles M. Shaw, 
moved for a directed verdict of 
acquittal. The jury was dis- 
missed while the motion was 
argued. 

Shaw said Mrs. Lamb’s oral 
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admissions to former deputy 
sheriffs Elmer H. Mueller and 
Nicholas P. Burke of St. Louis 
county and James Kirby, a spe- 
cial agent for the Frisco Rail- 
road, could not be considered 
true if her sworn testimony be- 


fore the grand jury was pre- 
sumed true. 


At the time of the hijacking, 
rs. Lamb was lated with 
Melvin E. (Pete) von Behreén in 


the operation of the warehouse 
and -a salvage yard on Lucas- 
Hunt. 
Assistant United States At- 
rney Forrest Boecker said 
esday he did not think the 
case would be allowed to go to 
the jury because the govern- 
ment’s evidence was of a type 
the courts have held insufficient 
to sustain a perjury conviction. 
However, Judge Hulen refused 
to dismiss the case on his own 
initiative at that time.

In Asia Chiang Kai-shek is a 
discredited figure. None of our 
allies in the Far East wants him 
as an ally. If thére were a war 
in South Viet Nam, South Ko- 
rea, Burma or Thailand, none of 
these governments would want 
Chiang’s forces involved in it. 
The question of using Chinese 
troops in South Korea was asked 
of Syngman Rhee by the Post- 
Dispatch. The doughty old Pres- 
ident answered: “Why bring 
the Chinese civil war to Korea? 


We have plenty of manpower. It 
would be much better to arm 
more Koreans.” 

Chinese Unpopular. 


A similar response could be 
expected from all of the other 
countries on China’s borders. 
Historically, all have been 
threatened, and most of them 
have been conquered, by various 
Chinese emperors. All except 
South Korea have large Chinese 
colonies and the Chinese usually 
cormrol trade and finance. The 
Chinese are disliked because of 
their success and they are dis- 
criminated against legally. 


It is argued in the United 
States that if we “deserted” 
Chiang — perhaps by requiring 
him to give up the offshore is- 
lands and his hopes to return to 
the mainland—that our other 
allies would fear that we m 
desert them too. 

That argument might be valid 
if it concerned a situation with- 
in the United States.

Speaking of Transit 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The editorial, “Right on Schedule,” 
which you published on the same 
day that you put my transit views in 
your Mirror of Public Opinion, shows 
more understanding of the downtown 
problem than most experts show. 

Although the Urban Land Insti- 
tute has favored me with recognition 
for which I am grateful, I cannot 
agree with them that St. Louis has 
such a wonderful transit system. It 
may be well managed, but no service 
which has lost half its patronage can 
be said to be satisfactory. 


You are right about the Missouri 

Pacific with its service right on 
schedule, This is the key to the 
roblem. Private-right-of-way serv- 
ces in several cities have been in- 
creasing in use in spite of the gen- 
eral decline on bus lines. These 
rail-served cities will continue to 
have a prosperous downtown with 
potential for growth. 

The fact that some 400 people ride 
the single daily Missouri Pacific 
commuter train shows the potential 
in St. Louis for all day service. If 
that train offered its riders universal 
transfers, and if it had expanded 
schedules, thousands would ride. 


At present it serves at most a 40- 
minute interval each day. Expanded, 
there is no doubt but that 900 would 
ride in a peak hour and 7500 per 
day. Service of this type would re- 
quire the use of a pair of rail-diesel- 
ears, which are so widely used for 
commuters in the East. . 


Missouri Pacific’s losses on run-

Most of the thousands of St. 
Louisans who drive to work rather 
than ride public transportation will 
agree with Mr. Baine that taking 
pot shots at higher fares will not 
solve our transit problem. 

Very few, however,.will agree with 
his “realistic appraisal” that they 
“no longer feel compelled to econ- 
omize on transportation.” 

It is my opinion that an honest 
survey taken in St. Louis and based 
upon real conditions would show 
that for most automobile commuters 
the out-of-pocket cost of driving to 
work is little more, if any, than pub- 
lic transportation would be. Perhaps 
it would be to the advantage of Mr. 
Baine’s company to finance such a 
survey, because it would give him 
the reason why customers do not buy 
his product. 


In the meantime, I believe the 
Post-Dispatch has shown a progres- 
sive, positive attitude toward the 
transit problem, and I think Mr.

Open Door to Peace 


Secretary Dulles in his New York address 
Wednesday night did not entirely nail down 
American policy on Quemoy and Matsu. He did, 
however, go a long way toward suggesting to 
the Communists that it would be worth their 
while not to attack those islands. Without ex- 
pressly saying so, he indicated that the coastal 
positions can be divorced from Formosa if the 
Communists refrain from attacking Formosa— 
in other words, that they might be traded for a 
cease-fire. : 

The Secretary says we have “no commitment 
and no purpose to defend the coastal positions 
as such.” We are, however, firmly committed 
to the defense of Formosa and the Pescadores, 
and the Communists openly announce that they 
view the coastal positions as means to the end 
of conquering Formosa. This announcement of 
theirs compels us to take “related positions” 
into account. Accordingly. we shall be alert. 

If this seems clear at first glance, at second 
glance if. unfortunately takes on some of the 
same murkiness which has characterized the 
matter throughout. 


Does Mr. Dulles mean that our decision as to 
whether we defend Quemoy and Matsu will de- 
pend upon what we can divine as to the Com- 
munists’ intentions in case they attack those 
islands? He seems to say so. He seems to say 
that if a Communist attack appears at the time 
to be a preliminary to attack on Formosa, we 
shall defend the coastal positions, although we 
do not now intend to defend them “as such.” 

If. that is what Mr. Dulles means, then he 
appears to be saying that maybe we will defend 
the coastal islands, and maybe we won't. This 
may be confusing to the Communists, but it is 
also confusing to others. 

Is there any real doubt as to what the out- 
lines of a clear-cut policy on the coastal islands 
would be? Surely such a policy would be rather 
simple. It would hold merely that Quemoy and 
Matsu should be defended if they were con- 
sidered essential) to the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores. Mr. Dulles, however, carefully 
refrains from making any such claim, which 
would be open to serious question. Rather his 
position is that Quemoy and Matsu might be de- 
fended, not because they are vital to Formosa, 
but because the Communists might intend to 
use them for an attack on Formosa. The final 
decision then, appears to depend upon Com- 
munist intentions and not our own. 

* * o 


If Mr. Dulles thus fell short of outlining a 
perfectly clear and definite policy, nevertheless 
his emphasis upon our disinterest in the islands 
“as such” will undoubtedly be used by the 
British, Prime Minister Nehru and other medi- 
ators as evidence that a cease-fire is possible 
under which the coastal islands could be sepa- 
rated from Formosa and the Pescedcores. 

In short, Mr. Dulles scems to have left the 
door open to a settlement in which the Nation- 
alists might give up the coastal islands in ex- 
change for assurances that Formosa would not 
be attacked. With Senator Knowland hanging 
upon his every word he was, understandably 
enough, unable to state this explicitly. 

But if American policy is moving in that di- 
rection, and if Peiping is sensible enough to 
refrain from wild actions that would upset the 
apple cart, a Formosa settlement may yet prove 
possible. If on the other hand Peiping under- 
takes to probe our intentions on the coastal 
islands in the same way it probed them on the 
Tachens, another crisis could result. 

In his television interview with Edward Mur- 
row Tuesday night, Prime Minister Nehru from 
London made a most encouraging statement. He 
said that though a Formosa settlement would 
be extraordinarly difficult, it appears to him 
easier of achievement at this stage than an 
Indochina truce appeared to be before the 
Geneva conference. 

The Indochina truce was achieved. Let us 
hope that wisdom, patience and statesmanship 
will score another achievement for peace in the 
Formosa strait. 
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For Meritorious Inaction 


The Oregon board of higher education is en- 
titled to warm congratulations for what it has 
decided not to do. It has decided not to cancel 
three lectures by Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
director of the Institute for Advanced Study at 
Princeton, who was denied security clearance 
last year by the Atomic Energy Commission. 

By this action the Oregon board set itself up 
in honorable contrast to the University of Wash- 
ington, which announced cancelation of lectures 
by Dr. Oppenheimer a few days earlier. 

Chancellor Charles D. Byrne of the Oregon 
board raised a small point which is too often 
overlooked. Dr. Oppenheimer was not found 
guilty of disloyalty; on the contrary, those who 
urged denial of his security clearance specificel- 
ly attested to his loyalty, public service and re- 
liability. Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the 
AEC which made the final finding against Dr. 
Oppenheimer, later participated in the de- 
cision to retain him at the Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study. If Mr. Strauss did not consider 
him dangerous to scholarly pursuits in New 
Jersey, Oregon—and for that matter Washing- 
ton as well—should have little to fear. 

Dr. Oppenheimer was held to be a security 
risk on extremely narrow grounds which were 
so questionable as to elicit a split vote from both 
the personnel security board and the AEC. 
Whether the majority decisions were right or 
wrong, we fee] sure that not even their authors 
would contend that the denial of security clear- 
ance for Government wérk automatically brands 
a scientist as unfit for scholarship and academic 
life. For keeping the distinction clear, con- 
gratulations to the Oregon board. 
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Making Transit Attractive 

The essence of the St. Louis transit problem 
can be stated quite simply. It is: How can 
service be improved so that greater use of mass 
transit facilities will be encouraged? 

This is a complex matter, one that is baffling 
the experts in more than one metropolitan area, 
and no quick and easy solution is discernible. 
Even so, it seems reasonable to believe that if 
mass transit could be taken out of the automo- 
tive traffic that restricts its speed, a great deal 
could be accomplished. 

One possibility is suggested in a letter on this 
page by E. L. Tennyson, Traction Commissioner 
in Youngstown, O. Mr, Tennyson thinks that 
the key to the problem lies in making use of 
railroad right-of-way. High-speed, light-weight 
trains running perhaps from a giant parking lot 
at Lindbergh boulevard to the heart of down- 
town St. Louis via the Termina] Raroad tunnel 
under Ejghth street could move up to 40,000 
persons an hour. The question is whether this 
is economically feasible. That is one question 


which the Tucker-Matthews citizens’ committee 
on transit ought to tackle at once. 

Another possibility for improving transit serv- 
ice has been pointed up by John C, Baine, Pub- 
lic Service Co.'s president. He- suggests ‘ giving 
his busses more elbow room on the streets dur- 
ing rush hours by reserving @ lane specifically 
for their use. While this may seem to be a revo- 
lutionary idea to many, it may be that the need 
is to dedicate whole streets to busses, Here again

A way out of the mass transit mess—and that 
means a way out of traffic—is essential to the 
future of the metropolitan area. . 
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In Spite of Two Vetoes 

Every two years the Illindis Legislature seems 
to suffer from a chronic rash known as the 
Broyles bills, and here they are again. The State 
Senate Committee on Aeronautics and Military 
Affairs launched one bill to require non-Com- 
munist oaths from public employes by a 9-to- 
6 vote. And the committee voted 8 to 7 for the 
second, setting stiff penalties for membership 
in a subversive organization. . 

In 1951 Adlai Stevenson, then Governor, ve- 
toed similar measures s by Senator

Paul Broyles, Mourt .Vertion Republican. With . 


a brilliant appeal to reason, Mr, Stevenson 
pointed out that the Federal Government, not 
the states, was equipped to deal with subver- 
sion. He remarked the looseness of the Broyles 


- proposal and said, “I think there is in it more 


of danger to the liberties we seek to protect 
than of security for the Republic.” 

In 1953, Gov. William G. Stratton also vetoed 
the Broyles legislation. He stated that the loyal- 
ty oath would have to be applied to anybody 
with any semblance of an official position with 
any local government or publi¢ agency in Illi- 
nois. Gov. Stratton foresaw “a burden of admin- 
istration which I feef is completely dispropor- 
tionate to the dangers that may be involved.” 

Now, in 1955, Illinoisans might expect Sen- 
ator Broyles and his supporters to have got the 
point of these veto messages. Since they did 
not, the Legislature can spare itself the possi- 
bility of a third veto by rejecting the bills. 
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A Hope in Stainless Steel 

Many St. Loulsans will sympathize thoroughly 
with Charles Nagel’s hope that the riverfront 
archway, designed for towering stainless steel by 
Eero Saarinen, will be built as soon as possible. 
As newly appointed director of the City Art 
Museum, Mr. Nagel knows what the monu- 
mental touch will do for a city..And as a for- 
mer St. Louisan, he knows what St. Louis needs. 

What St. Louis needs is a symbol, a stimulant, 
a mark of its pride and progress. For let us 
face it: this city has nothing to compare with 
the grandeur of New York's skyline, of Chi- 
cago’s lakefront, of San Francisco’s bay-view. 
St. Louis has a great river, and behind that a 
downtown district growing shabby around the 
edzes. 

The Saarinen arch would be a symbol both 
appropriate to this city and unlike any other 
elsewhere, Is it practical? But is it practical for 
a city to grow old in the plain view of all its 
citizens? Is it not more practical to create a 
monumental idea for the city to live with in 
the future? 

Mr. Nagel, an architect himself, understands 
what happens when a city warms up to the best 
that is in it. The dirt begins to fly. But the 
parade of progress needs a banner at the head 
of it. That is what the Saarinen arch promises 


for St, Louis. 
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wo Knocks at the Door 

The Alaska-Hawaii statehood bill, reported out 
by the House Interior Committee in better than 
a 3-to-1 vote, should be routed promptly to the 
House floor by the Rules Committee. Delegates 
Bartlett of Alaska and Farrington of Hawaii 
persuaded the Interior group, by displaying 
nearly 8000 pages of statehood testimony taken 
previously by committees of Congress, that there 
has already been enough inquiry into the merits 
of the two appeals for statehood. 

If the members of both Houses will put ‘aside 
partisanship and consider these same merits, we 
are confident they will produce the same results. 
Considerations of nationa] defense, the healthy 
growth of Alaska and Hawaii, and common fair: 
ness, all commend the course of statehood. 

Hawaii failed of admission last year only be- 
cause the Senate insisted on including Alaska as 


’ well. Since the qualifications of the two ter- 


ritories are so nearly equal, they should both be 
admitted at one stroke, regardless of whether 
Hawaii is likely to send Republican and Alaska 
Democratic Senators to Washington. 

The two parties will then have ample oppor- 
tunity to woo the electorates of the two new 
states, and recent territorial elections have 
shown that the voters there are more responsive 
to party performances than to party labels. 
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Somewhat Less Than Supreme 

South Carolina's two Senators sound a new 
variation on an old theme with their bills to 
curtail the jurdisdiction of the Supreme Court. 
Senators Olin D. Johnston and Strom Thur- 
mond are still,’ it appears, chafing over the 
Court’s unanimous opinion outlawing racial 
segregation in public schools, So they want Con- 
gress to pass a law making the Court somewhat 
less than supreme. . 

Under their proposal, United States district 
courts, whose judges are usually appointed from 
the states in which they serve, would become 
the final authority on all cases in which state 
constitutions and laws are alleged to be in con- 
flict with the Federal Constitution or laws. 
The Circuit Courts of Appeal and the United 
States Supreme Court would be permitted to 
review the cases coming up from the district 
courts only if they did not involve questions of 
state-Federal conflict. 

This latest South Carolina nullification 
scheme offers quite an idea for any other groups 
of citizens who may happen to dislike a partic- 
ular Supreme Court decision. All you do in that 
case is to demand a law removing your kind of 
case from the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. 
And after the South Carolina remedy had been 
applied a few times, the Supreme-Court might 
still consist of nine justices, but they would have 


‘no work to do. 


Are Messrs. Johnston and Thurmond abso- 
lutely certain, however, that they can trust the 
district judges to render the kind of decisions 
they want? You never can tell about a judge. 
Even if he lives in a particular region of the 
country, he might when confronted with an 
actual case construe the supremacy of the Fed- 
era} Constitution to mean supremacy. And what 
then? Senators Johnston and Thurmond would 
just have to start all over again, and curtail the 
jurisdiction of the district courts. 

Maybe it would be simpler for South Carolina 
and its Senators to join the Union, after all.

Columnists Joseph and Stewart Alsop 
wrote an imaginary story of twe Soviet 
intelligence agents who were highly 
honored in Moscow in the year 1960 
for having produced the technique for 
destroying the United States. The 
technique, as imagined by the Alsop 
brothers, was the spreading of rumors 
about the loyalty and reliability of im- 
portant persons in the Government in 

ashington. 

One can conceive of Moscow intelli- 
gence agents directing both the origi 
Matusow testimony and its later re- 
pudiation. Mueh of the original wit- 
nessing by the supposedly reformed 
Communists was confusing and up- 
settling. A mass repudiation could be 
even more confusing and unsettling. 

The long, painful evolution of the 
story of justice bears heavy evidence of 
the danger of the use of professional in- 
formers who might-Rave reason, vir- 
tue of their careers, for having light re- 
gard for the Ninth Commandment. The 
use of false witnesses has been the 
classic and invariable device of those 
who put ends ahead of means, those 
whorelevate the interests of the state 
above the interests of the individual. 


The Punishment of Lilliput 


Communism and Nazism have been 
equally guilty of using false witness 
to achieve political ends. False wit- 
nessing lay behind the Salem witch 
hunts and the disturbing commotion 
caused in England by Titus Oates in 
the days of King James I]. 

There is no security for justice when 
agencies of government allow their 
eagerness for convictions to rise above 
their concern for the reliability of wit- 
nesses. 

It may well be that these two are the 

- Only dubious witnesses involved in any 
of the proceedings of a political nature 

+, in Washington. But the repudiations 
by these two are a flashing red light of 
warning. The professional careerist in- 
former is at best a doubtful source of 

“evidence as any judge on any bench 
knows well. 
- Dean Swift, in his story of Gulliver's 
travels to Lilliput, suggested a rather 
drastic treatment for informers. In 
Lilliput, if their testimony was proved 
false both their property and their lives 
were forfeit. 

This practice, according to Gulliver, 
tended to discourage violators of the 
Ninth Commandment. It is obviously 
too drastic for our times. But it could 


* be that a milder version of Lilliputian 


law would revive a higher degree of 
observance of the Ninth Commandment.

from a personal visit to your 
neighborhood. This involved the 
airplane. 

The 1952 campaigns were 
real contests in physical endur- 
‘ance for the candidates, as any 
‘newspaper man who participated 
can testify. In fact, when you 
ook back on it, you wonder how 
the two candidates stood up un- 
der the constant ordeal—the air- 
plane dashes, usually starting 
early in the morning, the pa- 
rades, the speeches,- and then 
the night television appearances 
which require careful prepara- 
tion and induce certain tensions.

Valenti’s Solo Almost 
nulled by Acoustical 
Miscalculation

A chamber orchestra concert 
directed by Leigh Gerdine was 
presented last night in Graham 
Memoria] Chapel, Washington 
University, with mixed resuits. 
What was probably intended as 
the main attraction of the eve- 
ning was practically annulled by 


an acoustical miscalculation. This 
/was the performance of Bach's 
'D Minor Clavier Concerto with 


Fernando Valenti playing the 
solo part on the harpsichord. 
Valenti’s mastery of this in- 
strument has been demonstrated 
several times in St. Louis in 
recital. At last night’s concert, 
however, the harpsichord and 


the string orchestra were oper- 


ating on two levels of volume 
and the latter was so much the 
louder that it was impossible to 
hear what the soloist was doing. 
This imbalance could not have 
been remedied except, possibly, 
by the use of a micropkone tor 
the harpsichord. It was a frus- 
trating experience for the lis- 
tener. 

In the remainder of the pro- 
gram the soprano Ilona Kom- 
brink sang two arias from Bach's 
St. Matthew Passion to orches- 
tral accompaniment. The power 
and fresh ringing timbre of her 
voice were used with a truly 
appropriate feeling for the mu- 
sic. Miss Kombrink also created 
a favorable impression in the 
solo parts of four excerpts from 
Benjamin Britten’s “Les Illumi- 
nations,” a brilliantly and imagi- 
natively scored work. 

Miss Kombrink will undoubt- 
edly be more effective as her 
interpretive sense matures but 
as it stands she is strikingly well 
qualified in voice, temperament 
and presence.

Many Highways Improved. 

The chief highway engineer 
reported that a number of 
major Missouri highways have 
been improved to meet in- 
creased traffic demands, and 
others still require improve- 
ment. He said he thought that 
United States Highway 40 
should be a dual-lane read be- 
tween St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Improvements are needed 
on Highway 61 south of St. 
Louis and possibly north of St. 
Louis, and also on Highway 71 
in western Missouri. 


He reported that more than 
half of Highway 66 is now dual- 
lane, and that be expected that 
divided pavement would be pro- 
vided over the entire route in 
the next two years. 

Whitton pointed out that Mis- 
souri may receive substantia! in- 
creases in federal highway aid, 
as proposed under the Clay com- 
mittee report. Under this plan, 
the Government would con- 
tribute 95 per cent of the cost 
of the improvements and the 
state would pay only 5 per cent. 

This money, if provided, would 
be for use on federal interstate 
routes. In Missouri, Whitton 
said, these are Highway 40 and 
66, Highway 61 
Louis and the Arkansas line, and 


Highway 60 between Cairo, Il. 
and Sikeston, Mo. 
Benefits for Entire System, 


Whitton told the committee 
the increased federal road grants 
actually would benefit the en- 
tire state highway system. This 
would release state funds for use 
on other routes, he explained. 


Other witnesses, representing 
the Kansas City and the Missouri 
state Chamber of Commerce, 
spoke in support of the bill. 
They expressed the fear that 


| Missouri will be by-passed in the 


development of coast-to-coast 
and other national toll road net- 
works, 


Senator William M. Quinn, 
Maywood, one of the five Sena- 
tors sponsoring the measure, 
said the bill merely confers on 
the State Highway Commission 
the right to build toll roads if 
they are needed in Missouri. He 
said banks and other financial 
institutions would not finance 
any revenue bond toll road proj- 
ect in Missouri unless studies 
showed that such roads would 
be feasible.

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‘Dark Lady of Cammo’ Dies, 
Left Fortune Idle for Years 


EDINBURGH, Scotland, Feb. 
17 (AP)—‘“The Dark Lady of 
Cammo” will never claim the 
fortune in cash she left lying 
idle in Canadian banks for 10 


years. 
She is dead. And in death she 
attracted the limelight § she 


shunned in life. 

Five banks scattered through 
Canada today drew attention to 
her by publicly announcing plans 


for transferring the inactive cash 
—$270,000—to the Bank of Can- 
ada for safekeeping until she 
wanted it. 

Inquiries disclosed Mrs. Mar- 
garet L. Maitland-Tennent, 95 
years old, was buried two weeks 
ago beneath the lawn of her 
Cammo house mansion, four 
miles from here, where she had 
lived as a recluse for 35 years. 

Her will, recorded in Edin- 
burgh’s register house and made 
in April, 1945, bequeathed her 
estate to her 57-year-old son, 
Percival. It cut out her elder 
son, Robert, said to be living in 
Los Angeles. 

Under Scottish 


law, Robert 


can still lay claim to a quarter 


of the moveable estate, such as 


‘eash and furniture. 


Mrs. Maitland-Tennent became 
known as the “Dark Lady of 


‘Cammo” after she shut herself 
off from the world following 
| World War I. No outsiders knew 


exactly why. 

The house and grounds of her 
‘estate were guarded by barbed 
wire fences, padlocked gates and 
‘a pack of dogs. The house had 
neither telephone nor doorbell. 
There were no servants. 

When she went out, it usually 
was after dark in a car equipped 
with blinds and driven by Per- 
cival, who lived with her. She 
always wore black clothes and 
a black veil. 


Her disinherited son, Robert, 
visited Cammo house last year 
‘but couldn’t get past the barbed 
wire fence and dogs. 


Mrs. Maitland-Tennent inher- 
ited a fortune from her father 
who was a sheep farmer in New 
Zealand. She married David 


Bennet Clark, a bank teller, in | 


1887, but the marriage was dis- 
solved in 1910 and she again 
adopted her maiden name.

A man was cutting up oranges and vegetables with a knife 
made of clear glass with an edge, he said, like a razor. 

We watched a man wipe up ink and other stuff with a 
towel he said was plastic but which leoked like paper. 
They'll last for months, he insisted, and you ean wash them 
out in eold water, Another man with an eyedropper was 
dropping drops of strong acid on a ear fender and then 
wiping it off to show how tough the wax was, and we got so 
engrossed that we barely heard Mr. Goldberg, still at our 
elbow, explaining that the St. Leuis Bildorg Home Show, 
which runs through next Sunday, is the third largest show 
of its kind in the country, being exceeded only by Chicago 
and Cleveland. We don't see how Chicago and Cleveland 
could have more kitchens.

She 
took the call and wound up with 
Herman Goebel.

Herb finally gave up and bought 
the general store way out on 
Waveland avenue, 

“It’s practically country,” Herb 
consoled himself. Lil married 
him and moved in. So did her 
brother, Frank. Whereupon Herb 
perpetrated the first of a 40- 
year series of monumental prac- 
tical jokes on the neighborhood. 

To the nearby cottagers and 
the farmers who drove in from 
the country, and hitched their 
teams in front of the store, 
Herb introduced Lil as Frank’s 
wife.

ried to whom, it was too late for 
the traditional devastating 
prairie shivaree.

“we're partners. You've always 
given me the best you could. So 
let’s share what we've got.” 

The day Georgie got his first 
full-fledged ‘guitar was almost 
like a coming of age party.

“With a ukulele,” Mom sighs, 
“he couldn’t even join the 
union.” :

Cracks Between Floor Boards.

What he didn’t realize was 
that in summer the wood in his 
floor had absorbed moisture and 
expanded so that the cracks be-

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smallest. In the winter, when 
the heating system was on, the 
wood dried out and shrank 
around the filler he had applied, 
leaving unsightly cracks. 

The thing to do then, is* to 
fill cracks between floor boards 
in winter when their size is the 
greatest. 

There is no easy way that we 
know to fill a crack between 
floor boards. The first thing to 
do is to clean out the ck be- 
cause no filler will sfick and 
hold to the dust and dirt usually 
found in cracks. 


The next step is to select a 
filler and the choice here de-.

Contract 
Bridge

T HE best advice that can be 


given would-be experts in so 

far as the early rounds of 
bidding are concerned is: Be 
ware 4-3-3-3 distribution. 

Since slight exaggeration {s al- 
ways useful in driving home a 
point, it might be reasonable to 
suggest that the player who has 
that 4-3-3-3 pattern might well 
deduct two high-card points for 
his bad distribution in support 
of any suit contract. This is 
just another way of saying that 
he should give serious thought 
to no-trump. Here’s an illus- 
tration:

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South West North East 
1@ 19 24 29 
24 Pass 2N.T. Pass 
5 Pass Pass Pass 


South, with no real play for 
the contract, went down two 
tricks, which was all the more 
costly in view of the easy no- 
trump game that was missed. 

Superficial analysis might 
lead to the conclusion that South 
was responsible for the failure 
to land at three no-trump, but 
few experts would concur in this 
judgment. The real culprit was 
North, with his raise to two dia- 
monds. North had the values, 
but the two-diamond bid was 
nevertheless questionable be- 
cause a better bid was available, 
namely one no-trump. 

The crucial point is that 
North’s 4-3-3-3 distribution is 
the no-trump pattern. He has a 
fair honor-count, but certainly 
he is not strong enough to en- 
visage a minor-suit game unless 
South can make a strong rebid 
over one no-trump. Thus, North’s 
duty, even at this early stage, 
is to “type” his hand for his 
partner, and the one no-trump 
bid does this far more accurately 
than the diamond raise. 

After that raise. South had 
reason to feel that five diamonds 
would be a good contract, and 
perhaps safer than three no-

Sherry Pineapple Squares 

Ingredients: Two-thirds cup 
milk, one pound marshmallows 
(halved), 16 single graham 
crackers (rolled fine), one-half 
cup firmly packed brown sugar, 
one-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine (melted), one nine-ounce 
can crushed pineapple (well

add marshmallows. Place over 
boiling water and heat, stirring 
often, until marshmallows aro 
melted.

Mean- 
time, mix graham _ cracker 
crumbs, brown sugar and melted 
butter; set aside. Add pineap- 
ple, sherry, lemon juice and 
almond extract to cooled marsh- 
mallow mixture; fold in whipped 
cream. Spread half of crumb 
fixture over bottom of nine-inch 
square pan; pat it down firmly 
and spread filling over this. 
Top with remaining crumb mix- 
ture, again patting it down 
gently but firmly. Chill in re- 
frigerator overnight, or at least 
eight hours. To serve, cut in 
squares. Serve topped with 
extra whipped cream, if desired. 
Makes nine servings.

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OPERA: “Great Scenes” from the Richard Strauss lyric 
comedy “Arabella” are recorded by a capable group of soloists 
headed by the more than capable Elisabeth Schwarzkopf under 
the direction of the Yuogslav conductor Lovno von Matacic. The 
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supporting orchestra is the Philharmonic of London. “Arabella,” 
which was revived this week at the Metropolitan Opera, revolves 
around a half scandalous romantic situation played out against 
the background of nineteenth century Vienna. The music, how- 
ever, shows more skill than inspiration. Strauss was already an 
old man in the late ‘Twenties when he addressed himself to this 
libretto written by Hugo von Hoffamsthal, shortly prior to the 
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latter’s death, and he was unable to continue the inventiveness of 
“Rosenkavalier” or to tap a new source of feeling as the aged 
Verdi did in the case of “Falstaff.” 


Mme. Schwarzkopf, as usual, sings her role as if possessed 
by a feeling of transcendant beauty. Her supporting cast is good 
-though they perform on a distinctly lower level of inspiration and 
vocal competence. The orchestra is skillfully handled by Von 
Matacic and sound reproduction is excellent. (Angel, one 12-inch 
LP in album with German and English texts and explanatory 
notes.) 
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PIANO: An all-Beethoven recital played by 70-year-old Wil- 
helm Backhaus at Carnegie Hall last year which was recorded 
and transferred to two 12-inch long play discs is now available 
(London). This was the first performance given by Backhaus in 
the United States for 25 years and from all accounts he made a 
strong impression on press and public. The records disclose an 
unmannered style, a remarkable facility and a breadth of under- 
standing that makes for a satisfying realization of Beethoven in 
all his phases.
